NORTHWESTERN TRAIN RUNS 


INTO TEAM AND HAY RACK. 


NEWS OF THE DA\ IN TOWN 


Three Person* Have a Startling Ex- 


perience at Milton Junction—Young 
Carl Oldenwalder Was Badly Hurt 
—Fred Wille 
Slightly Injured- 


Two Horses Were Killed! ( 
, 


L,. Oldenwalder and son Carl of. Mil- 


ton Junction and George Wille of the 
same place had a narrow escape from 
being killed by -a railroad train. at 
that place about ten thirty o'clock 
this morning. 


They were crossing the Chicago & 


Nortwestern tracks near the creamery 
driving a pair of horses attached to 
a hay rack. 


A Chicago & Northwestern engine 


attached to a caboos'e struck them as 
they were crossing, killing the horses 
instantly and overturning the 
hay 


rack. 
The men were not thrown to 


the ground but remained in the wreck 
of -the rack. 


Young Oldenwalder was taken from 


the wreck suffering from concussipn 
of the brain and from severe bruises 
around the shoulder and elbow, 
It 


is thought that his injuries will not 
prove fatal. 
Fred Willie was slight- 


ly injured about the arms and back. 
L. Oldenwalder was not" injured. 


At the time the accident occurred 


it is claimed that the train was run- 
ning thirty-five miles an hour. 
By- 


standers say that the whistle and bell 
on the engine were not sounded be- 
fore reaching the crossing and the oc- 
cupants of the hay rack were not a- 
ware that a train was coming .until 
it was too late to get out of tho way. 


There are a number of buildings on 


each side of the train at the place 
•where the accident occurrred and it is 
almost impossible to see a train com- 
ing until it is right on the crossing.
